Ye- 
b:ewes it is ſayd , Vntovs was the Goſpell 
preached, as alſo ynto them, but the word 


that they heard, profited not them, becauſe it 
was not mixed with faith, in thoſe that heard 
it. So that here wee may ſee, although 
wee heare neuer ſo much, vet if wee bꝛing 
not faith with vs, wee ſhall neuer pzsfit 
vato repentance , Fo vnbelef taketh vp. 
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in the end they become paſt feeling, and tan 
not be touched one whit , either with the 
tudgements 02 mercics of God: but count 
the one as blaſts of wind, and make the o- 
ther a cquert foz their filthinefle , You ſhall 
note ſome men, who when they haue heard 
their ins ffraifly ripped vp by the wozd 
of God, and their iuſt damnation pꝛoued by 
the lame, without ſptedy and earneſt repen⸗ 
tance, will vzeake out into theſe words of 
vnbeliefe: Ifit be as he ſaith, God help vs, 
J hope it is not ſo, J truſt 3 chall doe well 
enough foꝛ all this, as long as haue a god 
faith in G D D, and doe no bor p ns harme.

Cuen ſo the examples 
of many; and many ſinne-companions doe 
imbolden men to run thꝛough the ſuares of 
Satan without any miſtruſt. Therefoze 
it is ſapd in Exodus 2 3. Thou ſhalt not fol- 
low a multitude to doe euill. This is the 
thing that hindꝛeth a great number from 
God: foꝛ they neuer loke vp vnto G DD, 
oꝛ to his woꝛd , but ſtare vpon the common 
doings of moſt men, and examples of the 
woꝛld, thinking ikthey do as the moſt men 
doe, as their foꝛefathers haue done befoze 
fhem, they are cocke ſure, and of an euen 
ground. And hereupon ariſeth, their diuel⸗ 
liſh pꝛouerbe : Do as mot men doe, and the 
feweſt wil ſpeake or ou: but they haue fo2- 
gotten Saint Paules rule. Romans 12. Fa- 
ſhion nor your ſelues ke vnto this world.
